Brunkhorst Lauding at 8:30 o'clock 
Sunday night and took on a load of 
corn. When iti the act of backing 
Away from the wharf the boat swung 
around and struck the bank heavily 
with her stern. 


HOLE TORN BY SNAG. 


* A su^g imbedded in the bank tore 
an enormous hole in the hull, through 
which the water rushed with fright* 
ful rapidity. She at once began to 
•settle and at the end of three min- 
ute$ nothing but her roof, Texas deck 
and pilot house remained above the 
surface, tfhe officers acted with great 
coolness and as the boat settled 
helped the startled passengers to the 
cabin roof, from which the boats were 
lowered and their charges carried 
ashore. 


Miss Mabel Gardner, of St. Louis, 


was asleep in her s/tate roam when 
the shock came and probably lost her 
life by remaining to dress. Her body 
was found in the forward part of the 
cabin. The body of Dr. Bell has not 
yet been recovered &nd it is supposed 
he was drowned in his state room. 


POSITION OF AWFUL PERIL. 
The crew and their roustabout help- 


ers, being on the lower deck in the 
midst of tthe cargo when the vessel 
struck, were placed in a position of 
most awful peril. 
As tihe steamer 


careened in settling, the big cargo, 
consisting chiefly of sacks of corn, 
•shifted and before the men could es- 
cape half of them were pinned down 
and either crushed to death or held 
until the water brought about their 


end. 


T&e ^passengers lost all of their be- 


longings, and had to be supplied with 
cloning by those on shore. 


The City of Paducah lies in about 


thirty feet of water and the loss will 
be total. She was valued at $15,000, 


TEERE WAS NO PANIC. 


Captain McCoy, of the City of Clif- 


ton, 
said the passengers behaved 


sensibly and there was no panic. 
The shock in striking the bank did 
not seem to be great, but every one 
realized at the time that they were 
in danger, and all acted coolly. The 
number of dec.* hands lost cannot be 
determined correctly. It is possible 
some of them quit the vessel at points 
between this city and the point where 
the wreck occurred. Following is the 
list of survivors aboard the Clifton:

Albany, N, Y*, May 14.—Kiot fol- 


owed the attempt today of the TTnion 
fraction company to resume the oper- 
tion of a portion of its electric street 
ailway system in this city, which 
tad been tied up by the striks of eon- 
doyes inaugurated last week* 
The company had secured 200 non- 
nion men to take the place of strik- 
rs and last night housed the new- 
omers in the Quayl street foams, 
where they were guarded by police 
nd deputy sheriffs. Outside the 
mms a large number of strikers and 
lieir sympathizers assembled during 
he night. The crowd grew until it 
.umbeied 2,000 or more by the time 
he company was ready to send out 
;s first car, 
Two policemen were on the plat- 
orm with the motorman, and two 
^uardecl the rear platform, 
The 


rowd greeted the -appearance of the 
ar with derisive and insulting cries, 
nd obstructed its passage, but a 
quad of police cleared the way and 11 
•assed on and away from the vicin- 
ty of the barn. 
Half an hour later a second car 
merged from the barn. The crowd 
mmedlately made a dash for it, soine 


them hurling missiles at the 


notorman. 
The police could 
not 


withstand the rush of the mob and 
ome of the rioters were soon upon 
he platform. 
The motorman was struck several 
imes on the head, until bleeding and 
enseless, he relinquished his grasp 
f the handles. On the rear platform 
wo men pulled the trolley pple down 
and bent ifc until it broke. 


The car had obtained some mo- 


mentum and, striking the switch, 
went into the gutter/ Once the mob 
had accomplished their purpose, they' 
withdrew with cheers. 


The police arrested four or five of 


he rioteis. One of the trolley wires 
'ell in the street a few minutes later, 
t having been cut, thus putting one 
Ine out of commission. 
The car which had previously left 


;he barn, made several trips up and 
down town, not carrying any pas- 
sengers. At the corner of State and 
Pearl streets, when the car came up 
on its second run, a boy threw a 
brick at it. A man who saw the act 
caught the boy by the shoulder. In 
an instant tihe mob had torn the boy 
away and assaulted the citizen who 
held him. 
Nearly a dozen of the 


non-union men the company brought 
from out of town deserted after the 
wrecking of the second car* 
They 


were carried away in triumph on the 
shoulders of the strikers* 


The indications are that if the com- 


pany persists in running the cars the 
national guard will have to be called 
out. 


The crew deserted the car after 


making two trips. On its last trip 
this car was obstructed by planks 
taken from buildings in course of 
construction and piled upon the track 
while from crowds gathered at nearly 
every street corner stones, bricks and 
sticks were thrown at the car and the 
motorman and conductor, 


The non-union men brought here 


by the company are reported to have 
notified the corporation that they had 
decided not to take out cars. 


No attempt has been made to oper- 


ate the TJnited Traction company's 
lines in Troy, Cohoes, Uensselaer and 
Watervliet, on which the employes 
struck when those in Albany walked 
out.

FIRST DETAILS ARE LEARNED 


MOST OF THE DEAD NEGROES OF 


UNKNOWN NAMES. 


WERE COOPED BELOW DECKS 


THEB-E WAS NO PANIC AMONG 


THE PASSENGERS, 


SI. Louis, May 14.—The first au- 


thentic information concerning the 
wreck of the steamer City of Paducah, 
of the St. Louis and Tennessee River 
Packet company, which occurred at 
Brunkhorst Landing, 111., late Sun- 
day night, was obtained upon the 
arrival of the steamer City of Clif- 
ton at this port early today. 


FIFTEEN LIVES LOST. 


Fifteen persons lost their lives in 


the catastrophe, six whites and nine 
blacks.

When in the act of backing 
away from the wharf the boat swung 
around and struck the bank -heavily 
with her stern. 


HOLE TORN BY SNAG. 


' A snag imbedded in the bank tore 
an enormous hole in the hull, through 
which the water rushed with fright- 
ful rapidity. She at once began to 
settle and at the end of three min- 
utes nothing but her ronf, Texas deck 
and pilot house remained above the 
surface. The officers acted with great 
coolness aud ns the boat 
settled 


helped the startled passengers to the 
cabin roof, from which the bouts were 
lowered nnd their charges carried 
ashore. 


Miss Mabel Gardner, of St. Louis, 


•was asleep in her state room when 
the shock came and probably lost her 
life by remaining to dress. Her body 
was found in the forward part of the 
cabin. The body of Dr. Bell has not 
yet been recovered and it is supposed 
he was drowned in his state room.

THERE WAS NO PANIC. 


Captain McCoy, of the City of Clif- 


ton, said the passengers behaved 
sensibly and there was uo panic. 
The shock in striking the bank did 
not seem to be great, but every one 
realized at the time that they were 
in danger, and all acted coolly. The 
number of dec- hands lost cannot be 
determined correctly. It is possible 
some of them quit the vessel at points 
between this city and the point where 
the wreck occurred.

THE NATIONAL GUARD MAY BE 


CALLED OUT. 


Albany, N. Y., May 14.—Riot fol- 


lowed the attempt today of the Union 
Traction company to resume the oper- 
ation of a portion of its electric street 
railway system in this city, which 
had been tied up by the strifes of em- 
ployes inaugurated last week. 


The company had secured 300 non- 


union men to take the place of strik- 
ers and last night housed the new- 
comers in the Qunyl street ibarns, 
where they were guarded by police 
and 
deputy sheriffs. Outside 
the 


barns n large number of strikers and 
their sympathizers assembled during 
the night. The crowd grew until it 
numbered 2.000 or more by the time 
the company was ready to send out 
its first car. 


Two policemen were on the plat- 


form with the motorinon, and two 
guarded the rear platform. 
The 


crowd greeted the appearance of OIL* 
car with derisive and insulting cries, 
and obstructed its passage, but a 
squad of police cleared the way and ;t 
passed on nnd away from the vicin- 
ity of the bam. 


Half an hour later a second car 


emerged from the barn. The crowd 
immediately made a dash for it, sumo 
of them hurling missiles at the 
motorman. 
The police, could 
not 


withstand the rush of the inob and 
some of the rioters were soon upon 
the platform. 


The motorman. wns struck several 


times 011 the head, until bleeding and 
senseless, he relinquished his grasp 
of the hnudlea. On the rear platform 
two men pulled the trolley pole down 
and bent it until it broke. 


The car had obtained some mo- 


mentum, aud, striking the switch, 
went into the gutter.' Once the mob 
hnd accomplished their purpose, they' 
withdrew with cheers. 


The police arrested four or flve of 


the rioters. One of the trolley wires 
fell in the street a fow minutes later, 
it having been cut, thus putting one 
linn out of commission. 


The car which had previously left 


the barn, made several trips up and 
flown town, not carrying1 any pas- 
sengers. At the corner of State and 
Pearl streets, when the car came up 
on its second run, a boy threw a 
brick at it. A man who saw the act 
caught the boy by the shoulder. In 
an instant the mob had torn the boy 
away and assaulted the citizen who 
held him. 
Nearly a dozen of the 


;on-union men the company brought 
from out of town deserted after the 
wrecking o£ the second car. 
They 


•were carried away in triumph on the 
shoulders of the strikers. 


The indications are that if the com- 


pany persists in running the cars the 
national guard will have to be called 
out. 


The crew deserted the car 
after 


making two trips. On its last trip 
this car was obstructed by planks 
taken from buildings in course of 
construction and piled upon the track, 
while from crowds gathered at nearly 
every street corner stones, bricks anri 
sticks were thrown at the car aud the 
motormaii and conductor. 


The non-union men brought here 


by the company arc reported to have 
notified the corporation that they had 
decided not to take out cars. 


No attempt has been made to oper- 


ate the United T-nction company's 
lines in Troy, Cohoes, Rensselaer and 
Watervliet, on which the employes 
struck when those in Albany walked 
out.

WABASH MEN LAY DOWN THEIH 


TOOLS AND QUIT. 


WANT NINE-HOUR WORK DAY 


ALSO TIME AND A HALF FOR 


NIGHT .WORK. 


MEN ARE QUIET AND ORDERLY 


A SPECIAL MEETING BEHIND 


CLOSED DOORS TODAY. 


About 125 men—raaclumsts, help- 


ers and apprentices—laid down their 
tools at 10 o'clock this morning and 
walked out of the Wabnsli shops on 
strike. 
A committee composed of 


Joseph Hausbach. and Guy Keller 
waited upon -Master Mechanic McKee 
and informed him. of their action. 
There -was no 
disturbance of any 


kin'd, the men and the foremen of the 
department '"being1 evidently on the 
best of terms. 


The strike is the result of refusal 


on the part of the railway officials to 
grant a petition for an increase in 
wages, or an arrangement •which 
practically means an increase. 
The 


men demand a nine hour day "with 
•wages based upon the present ten 
hour day schedule, time and a half 
for overtime during 'the early part of 
the nigfliit and double time for after 
midnight ami oil Sunday. 


The strikers are holding1 a meeting 


at their hall, 140 Cfdhoun street, be- 
hind closed doors. 
Before the meet- 


ing- was called to order a Sentinel re- 
porter endeavored to get an expres- 
sion of the situation as viewed by the 
men, 
but they were very reticent. 


Joseph Hausbach, one of the machin- 
ists, said that there -was not much to 
tell just now, 
(;We are on a strike 


and -that is all there is to it. 
We 


may have something to say after the 
meeting1 'tliis afternoon, but until 
then there as absolutely nothing more 
than you alrea'dy know 'that I can 
tell you." 


When asked if 'the strike was a lo- 


cal affair, Mr. Hausbach said that he 
believed it extended over the entire 
Wabash system. The men at Spring- 
field and Moberly are out also, and 
f-3-r the same reason that the Fort. 
•Wayne men quit work. 


So far the strike only- affects the 


machinists, their helpers and the •ap- 
prentices in that department. 
If i/t 


continues, however, any length of 
time it will force the -Boilermakers, 
the blacksmiths and the other men 
engaged, in the locomotive depart- 
ment to quit work, if not to ""strike," 
because there will be no need for 
their services. 
There are 310 names 


on the shops' pay roll and all will be 
moic or less affected by the strike. 


MR. M'KEE TALKS. 


A Sentinel 
reporter 
interviewed 


Master Mechanic G. S. McKee at 11 
o'clock this morning. He was not in- 
formed of the contemplated strike, 
he said, until told of it by Guy Keller 
and Joseph Hausbach, the committee 
appointed by the men to notify him 
of their action. 
Mr. McKee stated 


tlmt the men demanded a nine-houi" 
day with ten hours' pay, time and a 
half for over-time up to midnight, 
double -time after that hour and on 
Sundays. 
They presented their de- 


mands to him several weeks ago and 
they were submitted to Vice Presi- 
dent and General Manager Joseph 
Eamsey, who in a circular letter re- 
fused the demand. 
That letter was 


published in The Sentinel and in 
substance it will be remembered by 
the reader. 
Mr. McKee was unable 


to make any prediction as to the out- 
come of the strike. He stated that 
the men in the Fort Wayne shops of 
the company had received more fa- 
vors in the way of wages during the 
past two years than they received in 
the previous fifteen years. He said 
that there were upwards of 100 men 
out on strike. Continuing. Mr. Mc- 
Kee said the company was in good 
shape to stand a short suspension of 
active operations in the mechanical 
department; nevertheless he is very 
sorry that the men decided to quit 
work. 
Mr. McKee said that there 


was not an engine in the service of 
the company 
that could not run 


sixty days without repairs sufficient 
to send her to the "back shop." He 
also said that the company has or- 
dered1 fifty new engines and delivery 
on that order will commence 
very 


soon. There are also a. number of en- 
gines "white-leaded" awaiting- call 
into active service and these could 
take the place of any that are dis- 
abled i:; any manner. 


RTJMOB.S OF OTHER STRIKES. 
Humors of contemplated strikes 


elsewhere in the city were rife this 
afternoon, but the reporter was un- 
able to get any reliable information 
concerning any movement in that di- 
rection. 
Pittsburg and Bass shop- 


men interviewed knew nothing1 of 
biich intentions at their respective es- 
tablishments and it Is quite likely 
that the rumors were merely idle 
talk.

20 at least 25 per cent, of the em- 
ployers of the country will have 
acquiesced! 
The National Metal 


Trades association composes about 25 
per cent, of the 'machinist employers 
of the country. While the employ- 
ers' association doubtless will live up 
to their agreement requiring a nin°- 
hour day, we have a dispute with 
them now regarding wages. 


"One 
of our agreements with them 


is that all disputes shall be settled 
by arbitration, but the association of 
employers is contending that that 
matter shall be 'arbitrated with each 
individual firm, while the men want 
the matter 
arbitrated nationally. 


Therefore, the general order for a 
nine hour day was issued and also 
the call for an increase of 12^ per 
cent, in wages. That order applies to 
the employers' association as well ns 
to the shops outside of the associa- 
tion. 


"We have the pledged support of 


the American Federation of Labor, 
both moral and official."
